WASHINGTON, June 4.—The naval 
battle in the North Sea, aside from its

on peace talk in Germany. The theory 
of those who entertain this opinion is 
that the Berlin Government will make 
the most, throughout the Empire, of 
its claim that the German high. seas 
fleet won .a great victory .over the 
British “ main battle fleet,’’ and that 
this will temporarily satisfy the Ger- 
man people and turn their thoughts 
from the pinch of the hunger blockade 
that has been maintained by the 
British fleet. 

Berlin reports of mad enthusiasm over 
German versions of the battle and the 
declaration of an official holiday to 
+} @nable the school children to pay trib- 
| ute to the German Grand Fleet are in- 
‘| terpreted here as bearing out the as- 
sumption that the Kaiser’s Government 
will endeavor to make the most of the 
popular belief throughout Germany that 
the control of the sea is about , to be 
wrested from the British Navy. Much 
of the peace propaganda of the -last six 
weeks spread from German origins is 
believed here to have been the result 
of the failure of the Crown Prince’s 
army to capture Verdun, and thus offer 
the German people a victory to tide 
them over a period during which the 
food situation became critical, Instead 
of a victory at. Verdun, it was argued 
here today, the Imperial Government 
will now be adie to offer the people 
what is alleged to be “a great naval 
victory,’’ for the sake of which the grip 
of the British- blockade upon Germany 
may be more willingly endured. 

On the other hand, the North Sea 
fight ig counted upon in Washington to 
strengthen the determination of the En- 
tente Allies not to be influenced by 
peace overtures. According to the gen- 
eral opinion here, the British Navy will 
endeavor to maintain even more rigidly 
the blockade of Germany.

KILLED IN WEST INDIES 


Hirshinger Hit by a Stray Shet

WASHINGTON; June. 4: — Captain 
Herbert ‘Jay Hirshinger of the United 
States Marine Corps, one of the best 
officers in the service, was shot and 
killed when the American marine 
force landed and occupied Puerto Plata, 
Santo . Domingo, on ay 1. Captain 
Hirshirger was shot in the head while 
making the landing in command of the 
marine detachment from the battleship 
Rhode Island. He was taken ashvure 
and died the next day, but news of the 
tragedy reached the Navy Department, 
in a dispatch from Admiral. Caperton, 
only today. There «was no other 
casualty during the landing and ap- 
parently no creanized resistance. While 
details are lacking, it kbar that Cap- 
tain Hirshinger was killed by a stray 
shot. 

The Navy Department tonight sent a 
telegram td Mrs. Hirshinger, the Cap- 
tain’s widow, who is in Boston with 
their onl; child, a daughter. Mrs. 
Hirshinger is from Baltimore and mar- 
ried Captain Hirshinger about twelve 
years ago. 

Capta.n dirshinger was only recently 
ordered, to the West Indies For some 
time he had been in command of the 

arine detachment on the battleship 
Rhode - Island. About two weeks ago 
after the battleships Rhode Island and 
New Jersey were ordered placed in re- 
serve, their marine detachments were 
sent to Santo Domingo to serve ag re- 
inforcements. They sailed from Bostun 
on the scout cruiser Salem. Arriving at 
Santo Domingo City, they were. trans- 
ferred to the gunboat Sacramento. Last 
week the American Consulate at Puerto 
Plata was robbed, and the American 
Consul asked fer protection. 

The landing part hee commanded b 
Major Charlés ‘B. who was until 
recently in charge — the marine. re- 
cruiting station at Boston, and consisted 
of 130 marines. 

Captain et ae was born in Geor- 
gia, Sept. 1874. He received his: pro- 
motion to oh Captain. Dec. 7, 1903. . He 
has seen the usual service of a marine 
corps officer on board. ship and in for- 
eign lands, including a tour on duty be- 
tween 1911 and 1913 at Olongapo in the 
Philippine Islands. tsefore’ being? placed 
in charge of the marine detachment on 
the battleship Rhode Island, in the latter 
part of 1915, ne was in command of the 
Marine Barracks at Bremerton Navy 
Yard on. the west coast. 

Secretary Daniels today ordered the 
Fourth Regiment of Marines from San 
Diego, Cal,, to Haiti, for use under the 
direction of Rear Admiral Caperton 
either in that country or Santo Domingo 
as occasion demands. 

There are“about 700 men in this regi- 
ment, which is commanded by Colonel J. 
H. Pendleton. It,is believed here that 
the regiment -will be sent to Peurto 
Plata,

A’ bittér “attack on the policies of 


‘President Wilson's Government, espec-

He de- 
clined. to give his name, but before he 
went-out, he and Dr. Eaton hada brief | 
colloquy,’ in which he characterized the 
latter's words as an “ outrage,’’ while 
the speaker appealed to the meeting to 
know if it was not too bad a man could 
not voice his private convictions without 
having some one quarrel with him about 
it. A few hissed the speaker and ap-

In beginning pe. as eesies the subject 
of brig was “ cifist or Militarist, 
Must We Choose eel Them?’ Dr. 
Eaton said that this nation had to take 
sides in the world war, had to play its 
part, despite what the President said 
about neutrality. 

* Every American has a right, to his 
convictions,’ said the speaker, ‘‘ every 
true citizen of this country has the 
inalienable right to think as he pleases 
and say what he pleases without hind- 
rance.

The Sage, Carnegie, and Rockefeller |

He referred to the part that money } 
has played in religious affairs ever sincé 
the thirty pieces of silver with which 
Judas was bribed. Money, he declared 
was back of an organized attack on the 
Church, and the people who had the

DENY RICHARDS WAS SUICIDE 


Father of Naval Officer May Sue 
Lighting Co. for His Death.. 


Special to’ The New York Times. 

RIVERHEAD, L. I., June 4:—It is re- 
ported that Andrew A. Richards of 
Wellington, _Kan.,. and Washington, 
Dr-C., may bring an action against the 
Long Island Lighting Company to re- 
cover damages for the death of his son, 
Lieutenant Clarence Alvin Richards, 
commander of the United States de- 
stroyer Fanning, who, it was said, killed 
himself in the company’s plant at Sag 
Harbor on May 25. 

Mr. Richards has been in Sag Harbor 
seeking information concerning his son’s 
death. At the time of the accident the 
destroyer Fanning and other warships 
of Admiral Gleaves’s fleet were manoeu- 
vring tm Gardiner’s Bay, off Sag Har- 
bor. According to the testimony of H. D 
Christian, watchman at the plant, given 
before Coroner Morley B. Lewis at the 
inquest, Lieutenant Richards demanded 
admission to the room containing the 
switchboard, declaring that he was a 
Government Inspector, and that he had 
to make an examination of the switch- 
board that night. Christian stated that 
Richards appeared to be nervous. On 
being admitted Richards went directly to 
the switchboard and placed his right 
hand on plugs controlling 2,600' volts of 
electricity and was instantly killed. 
Coroner Lewis decided that Richards had 
committed suicide while under the influ- 
ence of liquor. 

Lieutenant J. C. Jennings, U. 8. N., in 
charge of the torpedo testing station at 

Harbor, made the. following state- 
ment. after the inquest: 

**I am not satistied with the evidence 
and the verdict in the case of the death 
of Lieutenant Richards. I do not -believe 
that he committed suicide.’’

MAX KOBRE DEAD 
ON EVE OF TRIAL 


Under Indictment Two Years 
After His Three Private 
Banks Were Closed. 








HAD HINTED AT SUICIDE 


.Heart Disease, Coroner’s Physician 
Says—Depositors Will Get His 
$600,000 Life Insuranc.

Max Kobre, whose private banks were 
the scenes of rioting by depositors in 
August, 1914, when they were taken 
over by the State Banking Department, 
was found dead at 6 o’clock yesterday 
morning in the kitchen of his home, 115 
West 122d Street, lying under an open 
jet of a gas stove. 

Kobre was to have appeared in the 
Criminal Branch of the Supreme Court 
before Justice Shearn this morning to 
be tried on ‘five indictments pending 
against him since 1914. Coroner’s Physi. 
cian Dr. Edgar.T. Ray, who was called 
to the Kobre home by the police, said 
death was due to arterio-scierosis and 
chronic endicaraitis. Members of the 
Kobre family said Mr. Kobre had gone 
downstairs at 4 o’clock in the morning 
to heat some milk, and that he was dis- 
covered dead by his wife, who heard 
him fall. 

Policeman Mulholhtand, of the West 
128d Street Station reported that the 
banker had committed suicide by in- 
ey illuminating gas. Mr. Kobre 
lived with his wife and two sons, Adolph 
and Morris. He had suffered for sev- 
eral months from heart trouble, ac- 


cording to Morris Kobre, and had col- 
lapsed in the street several tim: 


partner, Moses Ginsberg, on charges 
relating to the receiving . of deposits 
when the knew that the bank was in- 
solvent. e was also indicted for fo 
ery for altering the books of the ban 
Judge Mulqueen fixed bail at $50,000 
and later reduced it to $25,000. Kobre 
was also indicteq in Brooklyn in De- 
cember, 1914, and on the same day 
Harry Berman, a tailor of Brownsville, 
who had lost $1,000 in his bank’s fail- 
ure, committ suicide. 

Assistant District Attorney Leslie J. 
Tompkins, who had prepared the evi- 
dence against Kobre, said last night: 

*Kobre admitted to me that he had 
lost $500,000 in Wall Street in- the last 
two years and it was only ten days 4g0 
that he came to my office and told m 
we woulg never bring him to trial. He 
wanted to know then if there wasn't 
something we could have done for him— 
if he couldn’t plead guilty and get a 
suspended sentence. 

““* You will never try me if you take 
my house away. from my family,’ he 
told me then. 

‘*T asked him whether he was going 
to commit suicide; and I offered to go 
vpstairs and get a revolver for him. I 
told him he didn’t have the courage to 
kill himself, but I was goin of to ask the 
aoe to commit him to jail tomorrow, 

was .afraiq he would have com- 
mitted suicide during the trial.’’ 

he Kobre_ Assets Corpora 
which was formed after the banks 
failed, thought it wise to pa ootGco as 
miums ‘on the more than $ 
insurance which Kobre carried on Mie 
books as assets, and this is.likely to be 
paid—at least the balance is—to the de- 
positors.

PRINCETON, N. J., June 4.—The last 
year has marked the beginning of a-new 
epoch for Princeton University. For 
the first time in the history of the uni- 
versity it has placed itself directly at 
the services not only of her students, 
but also of the larger community of 
State and city.

enlisted men of the National Guard of 
the United States as may be authorized 
by the War Department to attend the 
United States Signal Corps Aviation 
School. : 

“* A, section of the law provides that 
such officers and enlisted men shall re- 
ceive the same travel allowance and 
quarters, or commutation of quarters, 
and the same pay, allowances and sub- 
sistence to which an officer AF enlisted 
man of the regular army would be en- 
titled for attending such school, under 
orders from gc ged militar authority ;

and allowance authorized exceed those 
of a Captain.

There*was plenty in one place 
and scarcity’ in another, because the 
separate States were loath to’ yield 
control of their food to a Prussian dic- 
tator, now tardily appointed. These 
things might all have been done very 
much better. Doing them so badly in 
a democracy would be a mark of in- 
efficiency. . 

German efficiency has failed to over- 
whelm either of tts great enemies. - It 
has conquered. only. Serbia and: Bel- 
gium. On its second wind it does its 
mightiest against: the French at Ver- 
dun and is nonplused by the resist- 
ance of a democracy that was thought 
to be more yalorous than efficient in 
war. it counted absurdly-on the Zep- 
pelin, an instrument of wanton fright- 
fulness, capable of freezing the blood 
of the world but powerless in the 
slightest degree to affect the outcome 
of the war. That is a symbol of inef-’ 
fective efficiency. 

What of German efficiency as teact- 
ed upon by. the emotions of a péople 
supposed to be disciplined beyond any 
unity of purpose and effort possible te 
be achieved in a democracy? Are di- 
vided counsels and embarrassments of 
Government peculiar to:England? Not 
at all. Only the technique is ‘different 
in this picture. A member .of the 
Reichstag is arrested in Potsdammer 
Platz, Berlin, for denouncing the Im- 
perial German Government. He has 
to be suppressed by force. Germany 
has her Irish problem within. The Ad- 
miralty and'the Foreign Office come to 
an impasse, and the Kaiser has t6 de- 
cide between them, and off goes the 
head of von Trepirz. The nation is 
then divided on the question of how 
submaritie warfare shall be conducted, 
(though it-has been “already. decided.at 
Great Headquarters,) and the von Tir: 
pitz papers openly and concertedly at- 
tack the Chancellor. There is at last a 
compromise in the Reichstag. Next 
the. food problem comes to a head 
aeutely, and there is another upset in 
the Goyernment. The Minister of the 
Interior-is interred, under a beautiful 
decoration, and in his place rises a 
food dictator, whose job will be thank- 
less, because everybody undertakes to 
hate him beforehand, This would fair- 
ly answer as a summary of ‘the Vices 
of a democracy at war. And in the 
meantime the great efficient war ma- 
chine offers to'a,\people on diminished 
rations a geographical situation called 
victory which the .énemy. strangely 
persists in ignoring! % 

So there is efficiency contrasted with 
inefficiency in war. Wherein is the 
triumph of one ‘over the other? 
German efficiency will be less made 
of in the future. Its limitations are 
as obvious as those of an analytical 
conclugion. It solves a given problem, 
working from premises laid:down, but 
it is baffled by. the unexpected and 
lacks imagination to foresee new ‘con- 
ditions. . It sees narrowly in a’straight 
line, and when deflected by unconsid- 
ered obstacles, which - imagination 
might have provided: for, it is like a 
focomotive off the track.

NEW YORK’S GRAIN TRADE. 

‘At its meeting last week the Cham- 
ber of Gommerce urged that legisla-~ 
tion should be passed for the erection 
of a State-bullt grain-elevator in this 
city. That would “be doing justice 
rather to the State-built. $100,000,000 
canal than ‘to this city.

Central Park, where of late I have been no- 
ticing the attitude of the people toward their 
own property. It ‘seems actually to. be a 
matter of. pride. with. many of them to cause 
as much destruction as possiblé, and children 
are. perfectly ruthless, (of course they are 
not taught otherwisg.) The other day I saw 
several girls of about 15 years. sitting In a 
bed of lilies of the valley and picking the 
flowers around them.” The utter wantonness

.stantly walking about and crossing lawns of 
new young grass and camping out under trees 
with lunch boxes ‘and endless - litter, which 
they nevér think of picking up. Their resent- 
ment‘is often violent when “:moved on,” byt 
the curious part’ of \it is their attitude ‘of 
mind—that the park is public property and 
they guess they.can destroy it if they want 
to. They seem to feel a certain satisfaction 
of getting their money’s worth if they dam- 
age it. I don’t believe it ever occurs ‘to them 
that because it is public property it is 
an expense to them, and the mors they de- 
stroy it the more it costs and the less use it 
is to them and their neighbors, who have an 
equal tight to all of it, When hot weather 
comes and the sun burns up the grass where 
it has been so. frightfully* trampled upon 
these very people will be complaining of the } 
dreariness of the park. ; 

In Paris, where they seem to have a .real 
civic feeling, no one dreams of attempting 
the kind of park vandalism. that is con- 
stantly practiced here. This is only ‘one

Friend, Says. Spellissy. 


Predictions that Germany would win 
the war and. that Ireland would be a frée 
nation, with the Kaiser’\and-the Emperor, 
of Austria as its best friends was madé’ 
by Dennis A; Spellissy, National Treas- 
urer of the Irish Volunteers, in-a speech 
delivered at a.meeting of the Friends 
of Irish Freedom held in the Mount 
Carmel Lyceum in Newtown Avenue, 
Astoria, last evening, :, , More thaer.

German fleet returned to port, and the 
English navy remained, as heretofore, 
in command of the sea. The relative 
strength of the British sea forces may 
have been somewhat reduced, but their 
superiority over the German navy re- 
mains unquestioned. The result of the 
conflict, in the estimation of the finan- 
eial district, is fully as likely to stiffen 
the determination of the British na- 
tion to.carry the war on land and sea to 
a successful termination as it is to 
give Germany any permanent advantage | ¢ 
through the prestige won in this: fight. 
It does not suggest a likelihood ‘of Ger- 
many being able to lift the blockade, 
nor of her being able to harass allied 
shipping on the high seas more than in 
the past. 

Therefore the economic. effect ,of the 
great sea battle off the coast of Den- 
mark seems likely to be negligible un- 
less on the supposition that the result 
of this greatest naval engagement of 
the war should cause a lengthening of 
the struggle. That is an undetermin- 
able quantity in the situation, but it is 
not of much immediate market influ- 
ence inasmuch as the financial com- 
munity had not come to’ accept ‘the 
suggestions that the end of the war was 
very near. It seemed doubtful after 
the market on Saturday that the great 
sea fight would exert any lasting mar- 
ket -influence which could be directly 
traceable to this incident of the war. 
This news did; of course, bring to mind 
in very forceful fashion the constant 
possibility of market . surprises grow- 
ing out of the war. This reminder will 
be salutary if it has the effect of hold- 
ing speculation in check. 

The net result of the week's opera- 
tions on the general level of prices was 
unimportant, the irregular and con- 
flicting movements of the list as a whole 
balancing. each other to within a small 
fraction. There were some spectacular 
movements, notably in the automobile 
issues, and here and there elsewhere 
was an example of conspicuous strength 
or weakness; but the general body of 
the market neither lost nor gained much 
ground. 


Early in the week it was believed by 
many that political considerations would 
soon be of importance in shaping mar- 
ket sentiment, but even before other 
things were displayed by the news of 
the fight between the English and Ger- 
man navies the traceable effect upon 
prices of the impending Presidential 
conventions was small. The sway of 
Presidential year politics over the stock 
market is greater in theory than in 
practicé, and‘it would not be contrary:
